The legislature has dev eloped a ten­ 
dency to go after the corporations with 
a sharp stick, and the outcome is a m at­ 
ter of great moment to millions of dol- ( 
lars of inv ested capital. 
Many of the 1 
people look npon this attack as a mov e | 
in the right direction, bnt moneyed men 
I 
are alarmed. 
; 
The v iewpoint of the capitalist was i 
well presented by a noted corporation ; 
attorney, who in conv ersation 
with ^ 
your correspondent said : 
‘*The present 
i 
legislalnre 
is 
the 
most 
dangerous 
j 
that the corporations hav e had to d e a l! 
with in many years. 
Bills hav e been i 
introduced that would mean the m ina- i 
tion of half the corporations in the state 
if made into law. Of course we know 
that not many of these will pass, bn t! 
there seems to be a powerful mov ement 
to force through some unfriendly legis­ 
lation and it is only by the greatest v igi- ^ 
lence that the corporations will com e; 
out whole. 
Members with populistic 
ideas seem more numerous than usual, 
and they are not confined to one politi­ 
cal party, for the bills we fear are. about 
equally div ided between Democrats and 
Republicans. Our principal hope lies 
in the fact that the legislature is closely 
div ided on party lines, and this may 
prev ent any combined onslaught.” 
The gentleman quoted said much 
more along the same line, and also told 
of the methods adopted by the corpora­ 
tions to offset this mov ement, but the 
abov e will sntfice to show the feeling. 
These anti corporation bills hav e been 
published in the newspapers from time 
to time, but a resume of the more im ­ 
portant m easure may be of interest, 
and v aluable for reference. 
Among them stand out prominently 
three bills defining trusts and declaring 
such commercial combination unlawful. 
These bllLs are all in the house and 
were presented by Representativ e Chas. 
Stewart, of Clark county; Allen» , of 
Athens; and IHper, of Hardin. 
Just 
now a committee of senators, under 
guidance of Attorney General Monnett. 
is engaged ill an exhaustiv e inv estiga­ 
tion into the workings of the trusts do-1 
ing business in Ohio, and the findings | 
of this committee are to be used to fur-! 
i 
ther the pa.Hsage of one of these bills. 
It is po^ible that points from all of 
these will be incorporated into one 
measure, it being the intention of these 
gentlemen to driv e the trusts out of the 
state if possible. 
Next in importance to these are two 
taxation bills, also in the house. 
One, 
by Mr. Ross, of Putnam , prov ides for 
taxation of franchises of all descriptions 
patent rights and other non-property 
v alues. The other MU. by Mr. Spell- 
mire, of Hamilton county, has attracted 
much attention, and is familiar with 
newspaper readers. 
It 
repeals the 
Goodale excise tax law, and extends, 
practically, the prov isions of the Nichols 
law to street railways, steam railroads, 
gas and electric companies, and other 
quasi-public corporations. 
This pro­ 
v ides for the appraisment of all the 
property of the corporations, including 
the capital stock, and an assessment for 
taxation accordingly. This biU would 
greatly increase the burdens of the cor­ 
porations and would also be likely to 
produce such litigation. 
Both Senator Valentine, of Crawford, 
and Representativ e Bracken, of Frank­ 
lin, hav e introduced bills 
prov iding 
that railroads shall not charge more than 
two cents per mile passenger fare. There 
is a strong feeling among the members 
in fav or of this measure and the rail­ 
roads are putting up a desperate fight 
against it. 
A new bill, aimed at the school book 
monopoly, was introduced by Senator 
Shafer, of Lucas, this week. 
It is a 
measure of direct interest to more peo­ 
ple than any yet introduced, and pro- 


I v ides that a uniform system of text 
books shall be used in the schools and 
that the state shall furnish these books 
and also furnish and distribute all other 
supplies n s ^ in the schools.

The viewpoint of the capitalist was 
w ell presented by a noted corporation 
attorney, who in conversation 
with 
your correspondent said :

that the corporations have had to deal 
with in many years. 
Bills have been 
introduced that would mean the ruina­ 
tion of half the corporations in the state 
if made into law. 
O f course we know

lation and it is only by the greatest vigi- 
lence that the corporations w ill come 
out whole. 
Members w ith populist^ 
ideas seem more numerous than usual, 
and they are not confined to one politi­ 
cal party, for the bills we fear are about 
equally divided between Democrats and 
Republicans.

IO.—A fire attended 
with awful loss of life broke out in the 
huge building of the Union Storage 
company at the com er of T hirteenth 
and Pike streets last night. 
Probably a 
dozen lives have been crushed out under 
the falling walls caused by the explo­ 
sion 
of 
several hundred barrels of 
whisky ston'd in the bonded warehouse 
of the company. 
The entire building, w ith all its con­ 
tents, is a total loss, and the extension 
of the fire to the Hoeveler storage house 
opposite on Pike street and the entire 
north side of Penn avenue, between 
Twelfth and Thirteenth streets, will cai- 
tail a property loss that will run to 
nearly $2,000,000. 
The loss of life is the highest among 
the brave firemen who were struggling 
against the fire betw een the high walls 
on Pike street and Mulliorry alley. The 
explosion came a t a moment unexpected 
to everyone, so th at there was little 
chance to escape.

Ah near as we can discover the archi­ 
tect of “ ye olden tym e" did not receive 
for his st rvices a very exorbitant sum. 
Recently some members of the French 
school at Delphi unearthed several slabs 
of marble which bear inscriptions of 
great interest, dating as they do from 
tho fourth century before Christ. 
The 
inscriptions, which 
cover about 200 
lines, give the price of work for build­ 
ing operations in Greece at the period 
named, and from them we learn that an 
architect was paid at the rate of 1160 
per annum or less. 
This was little 
enough surely* even if its purchasing 
power is multiplied* as it should be, 
five or nix times. Sir Christopher Wren 
received for his services the magnificent 
sum of 11,000 per year for more than 20 
years while rebuilding London. His 
head draftsman received about $800 per 
year, w’hile assistants 
received from 
$80 to $120 per year. 
French aud Ger­ 
man architects were not even so well 
paid at the same period. Bad as this 
was, it was better than the remunera­ 
tion many of the older architects re­

W EIG H T ED SILK. 


ie airt im ti Ninety I>r Cent of the Ma* 
f e r ia l In Foreign Snbntnnre. 
At tin* present day the practice of 
weighting silks by means of astringent I 
extracth, salts of tin, silicate and phos­ 
phate of soda aud a variety of other 
substances, all more or less injurious to 
the wear of the fiber, has reached such 
a height that it is seriously affecting 
the trade. This is especially the case as 
regards black silk, but fabrics of other 
colors suffer in tho mime manner. 
It used to be remarked that a silk 
dress or a silk handkerchief would last j 
a lifetime, and this is almost true for 
absolutely pure silk. 
But in much of 
the fabric sold at the present day there 
is not more than IO or 12 per cent of 
real silk, all the rest# being extraneous 
m atter applied to the fiber in thedeoep 
J 
tive process of “ w eighting.'’ 
Pure silk, when burned, leaves a ' 
quantity of ash which is always consid­ 
erably less tbap I per cent, but the ash 
left by some weighted silks has been 
found to amount to as much as 48 per 
cent of the w eight of the fabric. 
The extraneous substances to which 
we have alluded are caused to adhere to 
the fiber by passing the skeins through 
hot baths of tannin extracts, tin salts, 1 
salts of iron, antimony, potash, etc., 
and it bas been found that when a silk 
much charged with such substances is 
heated it will not burn with flame, but 
will only smolder away, leaving a very 
large amount of ash behind. 
But these weighted silks are, how­ 
ever, of so combustible a nature that 
some have been known to take tiro spon­ 
taneously, a result due to the gradual 
decomposition of the substances used 
for weighting, and disastrous fires havo 
been traced to this cause. 
Spontaneous 
combustion is liable to break out more 
especially in black silks that are stored 
in warm, dry plaoes.—Chambers’ Jour­ 
nal.

P ittsburg, Feb. IO.—A fire attended 
with awful loss of life broke out in the 
huge building of the Union Storage 
company at the (Minier of Thirteenth 
and Pike streets last night.

sion 
of 
several hundred barrels of 
whisky ston'd in the bonded warehouse 
of the company. 
The entire building, with all its con­ 
tents, is a total loss, and the extension 
of the Art' to the Hoeveler storage house 
o p h ite on Pike street and tho entire 
north sidle of Penn avenin*. between 
Twelfth and Thirteenth streets, will en­ 
tail a property loss that will run to 
nearly $1,000,000. 
The loss of life is the highest among 
tho brave firemen who were struggling 
a g a in st the fire between the high walls 
on Pike street aud Mulberry alley. The 
explosion came at a moment unexpected 
to everyone, so that there was little 
chance to escape.
